Effective Jan. 1, 1968, Negroes 
must be included in journeyman 
groups as well or the hiring 
service (union) “is deemed to 
have waived its right to refer 
every 15th man.” 
McElroy said this puts teeth 
into the executive order issued 
effective last July 1. That pro­ 
vided that a bid for any con­ 
tract with the state should in 
elude the bidder’s assurance 
that he observe nondiscrimina­ 
tion requirements and assure 
that his employe sources do 
likewise. But that order merely 
called for evidence that trades 
apprentice programs are “open 
to minority group people.

SAIGON, South Vietnam (AP)

Race Starts 
To Save Yawl 
In Atlantic 


NEW YORK (AP) — Fighting 
high winds and heavy seas, two 
merchant ships plowed through 
the North Atlantic today to the 
rescue of 10 persons aboard a 
crippled 70-foot yawl. 
Alerted by a low-flying Coast 
Guard aircraft, the British mer­ 
chant vessel Cotswold and the 
German freighter Hille Olden- 
dorff turned in the predawn 
hours toward the storm-tossed 
yawl, the Petrel.

He Works with Britain's 
3 Million Slum Families 


LONDON (AP) 
— By the 
standards of Charles Dickens’ 
day, Britain today is an affluent 
society where the combination 
of private enterprise and the 
welfare state provide for most 
needs. Yet three million fami­ 
lies live in slums, near-slums or 
grossly overcrowded conditions. 
Social workers call them the 
hidden 
homeless — families 
crowded into single rooms, in 
damp basements, often sharing 
a toilet and cold water faucets 
with 
up to 
20 otHe»- 
threatened by imminent family 
breakup because of the tensions 
under which they live — but 
still paying high rents. 
These families have a roof, 
however leaky. Their children 
are not barefoot or in rags as 
the poor were a few decades 
ago. They are not underfed, 
though dieticians say they art 
often undernourished. 
A dedicated group, headed by 
a Scottish Presbyterian minister 
and his Boston-born wife, has 
decided the plight of the hidden 
homeless adds up to • national 
emergency. Three million fami­ 
lies, they point out mean at 
least 10 million people. All polit­ 
ical parties agree it will take at 
least 10 years to meet their 
needs if existing slum clearance 
programs are fulfilled.

Federal Reserve now has begun 
to lilt the pressure on banks to 
conserve rather than lend, thus 
making for historical purposes a 
neat one year package with a 
beginning and an ending. 
In between were some of the 
most controversial, tumultuous 
months in the Fed s S3 year his­ 
tory. 
It was just one year ago this 
month that the Fed raised the 
discount rate to 4Vi per cent to 
slow what it felt was a growing 
tendency to inflation. As the 
year wore on, the clamp drew 
tighter. 
This week the Fed said credit 
conditions had changed. While 
maintaining a general attitude 
of restraint, it revoked a Sept. 1 
directive ordering banks to cut 
•harpty their loans to business. 
The Fed had been relaxing 
the restraints in its daily opera- j 
tions. Tills, however, was the 
first public acknowledgement of 
■ change in attitude. 
It is still to early to say that 
the Fed was right or wrong on 
its controversial moves of the 
past year. Historians must re­ 
view events tn relation to the 
decade, for the Fed's moves will 
have effects for years to come. 
There is growing sentiment, 
however, that the Reserve’s ac­ 
tion to dampen demand throueh 
restricting 
money and 
credit 
had a lot of wisdom behind it. 
The Fed first began to ex­ 
press concern about economic 
trends in 1965. William McChes- 


nty

NEW VORK (AP) — The 
Federal Reserve now has begun 
to lift the pressure on banks to 
conserve rather than lend, thus 
making for historical purposes a 
neat one year package with a 
beginning and an ending.

ALL THE leaaons for the first 
quarter of this brand new year 
are baaed upon the Gospel ac­ 
cording to St, Luke. Though 
Luke stands out as one of the 
greatest literary men of all 
time, the Bible tells us but little 
about him. He has been de­ 
scribed aa the “beloved physi- 
cian." He is assumed to be the 
author of both the Gospel which 
bears his name and the Bock of 
Acts. 
He was a careful historian 
with a vigorous literary style. 
Ha speaks of "having a perfect 
understanding of all things from 
the very first." He had a sense 
of the universality of Christ's 
mission, and emphasised the 
compassion, charity, prayerful- 
ness and tenderness of our Lord. 
A Gentile and native of Anti­ 
och, Syria, Luka was a close 
companion of Paul, joining him 
on hta missionary journey« to 
Troaa and Philippi and remain­ 
ing with him during Paul's two- 
year imprisonment in Caesarea. 
This close association made him 
an eyewitness to many of the 
events which took place in the 
Apostle’s life, me Indicated by 
the so-called “we" and “us" sec­ 
tions of the Book of Acts. 
In this first lesson, we will 


Jeeus revealed in His question« 
and answers ameaed the teach* 
ere. 
Despite Christ's superior wis­ 
dom, position as the Bon of God 
and the Messiah sent for man'« 
redemption, when Hia parents 
found Him, He submitted to 
their authority and returned to 
Naxareth with them. There He 
grew up, advancing in wisdom 
and stature, finding favor with 
God and men. 
In preparation for Hia minis­ 
try, Jesus sought out Hia cousin, 
John the Baptist, seeking to be 
baptised. Why Jesus should have 
submitted to this rite la unex­ 
plained. Even John felt there 
was no need for it, for Jeeus was 
sinless. Yet, because Jeeus took 
upon Himself man e weakness«** 
and sinfulness, He entered the 
Jordan aa the representative of 
a fallen humanity which needed 
its sine washed away by bap­ 
tism. When the rite was com­ 
pleted, the Holy Ghost, in thu 
form of a dove, descended upon 
our Lord, and a voice from the 
heavens eald, “Thou are my be­ 
loved Bon; in thee I am well 
pleased." 
The baptism affected Jesus 
profoundly, for He went from 
the Jordan into the wilderness 
where He fasted for forty days.

consider Jeeus’ viait to the Tem­ 
ple of Jerusalem at the age of 
twelve; Hie baptism by John the 
Baptist; and Hia temptation by 
Satan during the forty days in 
the wilderness. 
As good Jews, Mary and Jo­ 
seph went annually to the Tem­ 
ple in Jerusalem to celebrate 
the Paaeover. Not until He was 
twelve—the age when a Jewish 
boy is considered morally re­ 
sponsible for his acts—did Jesus 
go with them. After the Pass- 
over, Mery and Joseph started 
home to Naxareth. At the end 
of the first day’s journey, they 
discovered that Jesus was not 
with them. Though they had the 
fullest confidence In Him and 
knew that He would be where 
He ought to be, they failed to 
realise that at this first festival 
in the Temple and acquaintance 
with the teachers, He would 
naturally linger to talk with 
them as long as possible. 
Christ enured the Temple as 
a Bon of the law, sitting down 
as a disciple. The teachers 
Ulked to Him, taught Him and 
asked 
Him 
questions. 
Then 
Jesus - as was His right—asked 
the teachers questions arising 
out of the religious training He 
had received at home. The clar­

As the forty days ended, Satan 
appeared to subject Jeeus to the 
ordeal of temptation. 
First, Jesus was tempted to 
satisfy Hia terrible hunger by 
using His miraculous powers to 
turn the atones about Him into 
bread. Jesus refused, saying, “It 
is written, that man shall not 
live by bread alone, but by every 
word of God." 
Second, Satan took Him to a 
high mountain and ahowed Him 
all the kingdoms of the world, 
offering Jeeus dominion over 
them—they were rightfully Hia 
already—If He would but wor­ 
ship him. Jeeus refused, saying; 
"Thou «halt worahip the Lori 
thy God, and him only shalt thou 
serve" 
The third temptation, calling 
upon Jeeus to demonstrate His 
powers spectacularly by casting 
Himself from the roof of the 
Temple, was more subtle than 
the other two for Malachi had 
prophesied a sudden spectacular 
appearance of the Messiah in 
the Temple (3:1). What better 
way to begin His ministry than 
by a spectacular e v e n t which 
would apparently fulfill the pro­ 
phecy and make His acceptance 
certain. Again Jesus refused, 
quoting Old Testament scrip­ 
ture, "Thou shalt not tempt the

Scripture—Luke 3:1—4:15.

ALL THE lessons for the ftrat 
quarter of this brand new year 
are based upon the Gospel ac­ 
cording to St. Luke. Though 
Luke stands out as one of the 
greatest literary men of all 
time, the Bible tells us but little 
about him. He hat been de­ 
scribed as the “beloved physi­ 
cian." He is assumed to be the 
author of both the Gospel which 
bears his name and the Bock of 
Acts. 
He was a careful historian 
with a vigorous literary style. 
He speaks of “having a perfect 
understanding of all things from 
the very first.” He had a sense 
of the universality of Christ's 
mlsaion, and emphasized the 
compassion, charity, prayerful­ 
ness and tenderness of our Lord. 
A Gentile and native ot Anti­ 
och, Syria, Luke was a close 
companion of Paul, joining him 
on his missionary journeys to 
Troas and Philippi and remain­ 
ing with him during Paul's two- 
year imprisonment in Caesarea. 
This close association made him 
an eyewitness to many of the 
events which took place in the 
Apostle's life, ae Indicated by 
the so-called “we" and "ua" sec­ 
tions of the Book of Acts. 
In this first lesson, we will 


Jesus revealed in His questions 
and answers amazed the teach­ 
ers. 
Despite Christ's superior wis­ 
dom, position as the Son of God 
and the Messiah sent for man's 
redemption, when His parents 
found Him, He submitted to 
their authority and returned to 
Nazareth with them. There He 
grew up, advancing in wisdom 
and atature, finding favor with 
God and men. 
In preparation for His minis­ 
try, Jesus sought out His cousin, 
John the Baptist, seeking to be 
baptized. Why Jesus should have 
submitted to this rite is unex­ 
plained. Even John felt there 
was no need for it, for Jesus was 
sinless. Yet, because Jeeue took 
upon Himself man’s weaknesses 
and sinfulness, He entered the 
Jordan aa the representative of 
a fallen humanity which needed 
its sine washed away by bap­ 
tism. When the rite was com­ 
pleted, the Holy Ghost, in the 
form of a dove, descended upon 
our Lord, and a voice from tho 
heavens said, “Thou are my be­ 
loved Son; in thee I am well 
pleased. ’ 
The baptism affected Jesus 
profoundly, for He went from 
the Jordan into the wilderness 
where He fasted for forty days.

Aa the forty days ended, 8atan 
appeared to subject Jesus to the 
ordeal of temptation. 
First, Jesus was tempted to 
•atisfy His terrible hunger by 
using Hie miraculous powers to 
turn the stones about Him into 
bread. Jesus refuted, saying, “It 
ie written, that man shall not 
live by bread alone, but by every 
word of God." 
Second, Satan took Him to a 
high mountain and showed Hint 
all the kingdoms of the world, 
offering Jesus dominion over 
them—they were rightfully HUI 
already—lf He would but wor­ 
ship him.
